sus Bureau said today the reces- 
sion may have slowed; down the 
flight of farmers from the land. 


A bureau report said the farm 


population dropped by 1,430,000— 
to, 20,827,000 .— between 1950 and 
April 1958. This decline marked 
the 
resumption 
of a downtrend 


that was halted temporarily from 
1953 through 1956. 


Information from other sources 


indicates the economic recession 
may have caused some return of 
workers to farm areas and par- 
tially' retarded 
movement 
away 


from farms, the report said. 


In 
the past eight years, the 


farm population has dropped by 
4,231,000, or nearly 17 per cent. 
Whereas one in every six Ameri- 
cans lived on a farm in-1950, the 
ratio this year wns one in eight. 
In 1920, every third American was 
a farm dweller.
